Pooplo who live lo the Bowery, or the vlcln- 
Itj of Heater atreet, Mew York, or who bare 
h id occaiioa to be mach lo that locality, will 
probaUy remember a bobbllog old man,some­ 
what lame, and sopponiog himself on a thick 
stick, who wag ofleo to be seen there on Sun- 
daya, u wen as week days, some two years 
ajm- He was decently dreeaed, bot was only 
known as “ Old Sam.”

—The employes of th* insane asjlnm at 0»- 
sawatomle, Kausas, reaenily j^ t disgusted at 
the managomont of the instituiioa, und ail 
suddenly abaudoned their posts and left the 
asylum, which made the situation a liulo criti­ 
cal, as Dight was coming on and the asylom 
was some distance from the village.

The towns attempted to avuld paying iuten-st 
on the bonds, alleging that they were Illegally 
iMued. The basis of the Court’s decision was 
that no Irregalarity preceden t to the Issue, 
not even frand on the part of the agents of 
the town, can vitiate tho booils in the hands 
of un Innocent bolder. Tho Coart applies the 
same rules t J these bonds as are applied to 
commercial paper. 
—Storrs, tho defaoiting treasan.‘r of the 
Concord Savings Bank, bas not been arrested. 
The Monitor says: 
“ How long could a rob­ 
ber of a henroost be left in peaeo in any coro- 
muuity after bls depredations were known ? 
What Is there about stealing from a bank that 
makes such a mighty dlSerence that no one 
suggests any puulsbment for a bank thief? 
We are sick of such canting sentimentality, 
and believe that wldowa, orphans, servant- 
girls and mechanics have some rights which 
ahould be respected. 
Why should they be 
rotibed with impunity and the guilty go on- 
punished ? Let us get down to the hard-pan 
of common honesty and call stealing by Its 
old Saxon name." 
—The great body of those applying to the 
relief and ald aocieiy of Chicago for help are 
said to be dead-beats, but some touching 
cases of destitution have come to light. One 
woman wrote a note saving she had lived fif­ 
teen days OO two dollars, and was wilting to 
do the samo thing again, lf the society woald 
give her the money, 
a number of gentlemen, 
on visiting ber house, found that she was a 
lady of reflnoment who bad gained quite a 
literary fame, bot she w’as uow a mere skele- 
ten, covered with rags, while ber busbaud, 
who was once the partner of one of the moat 
promiueut business mea of the country, was 
in the last stages of coasomptlon, and ber 
child was very sick. 
The visilors supplied 
the dlitres ad family with food, fuel and med­ 
ical attendance, and converted their boule 
into a comfortable home. The eodety die- 
triboted $5,000 lo money and 160 tons of coni 
on Friday.

There Is so mach 
less objection to Cushing than to Williams 
that tho country will almost feel Uke congrat­ 
ulating itself upon the aptness for learning bis 
duty from circumstances evinced by the Pres­ 
ident. 
H ie profound and varied scholarship— 
the natural juridical ability and insight—the 
vast and solid political knowledge—the close 
and accurate acquaintance with domestic and 
international law possessed by Mr. Cushing 
no one will dispute; und to many these qual­ 
ifications 
will seem sufficient to place the 
propriety of his immediate confirmation be­ 
yond debate. 
It m ust be farther conceded 
that his opinion upon many questions of both 
our home and foreign relations has been sought 
and adopted by successive administrations of 
different party complexions. 
Neither is It our 
purpose to ignore his services in connection 
with the settlement of tho Alabama claims 
nor more recently in the Virginius imbroglio. 
Arter all we pronounce distinctly against the 
Domination. 
When Mr. Cushing’* appoint­ 
ment as Minister to Spain was announced we 
heartily commended it as one eminently Ut to 
be made. 
Iii that position his moderation of 
character, bis familiarity with the Spanish 
language, his knowledge of nice points in 
practical international jurisprudence, and h'i3 
complete 
information 
as 
to 
the 
plans 
and wishes of our own government, would 
have enabled him to do his country efficient 
service in any crisis likely to arise in Madrid. 
Due a good minister has cot necessarily the 
elements of a great judge; 
uoither does it 
follow that a great jurist will make a useful 
judge. 
The Chief Justice of th# United States 
has a deejier Inaction thau simply to apply 
points of law to points of fact, or to decide, 
when called upon, what the Fathers intended 
to say when they framed th# Constitution. He 
deals with i»sues infinitely more vital than 
quarrels of interpretation aud suits between 
contending litigants whose cases come Anally 
before him. 
He helps to shape the develop­ 
ment of Hie country, and exercises a reverse 
I .Alienee from the Bench upon nalional and 
state legislation; which in the longrun, affects 
matters material to every voter and tax-payer 
in the ualion. 
He should therefore be in Inti­ 
mate and habitual sympathy with all that Is 
best and most progressive among the people. 
Tuij Mr. ensiling decidedly is not. 
He is a 
man with an intlnito variety of opinions upon 
ail subjects, but utterly without convictions 
U|)On any subject. 
He has been tho round of 
the political parties of his day, and at some 
period of hi* history has belonged to each of 
them. He was ail old-line Whig in the days of 
Webster and Clay, supported President Tyler 
in a memorable crisis, and finally found his 
warmest affinities in the bosom of the Seces­ 
sion Democracy. 
As a voluminous sjieakcr 
an.I writer, without a principle—as a scholar 
without a creed—as a successful and adroit di­ 
plomatist without essential patriotism—aud as 
a political trimmer without a rival. 
Mr. Cush­ 
ing stands alone among conceivable candi­ 
date* for the place now associated with his 
name. 
It I* not with a disposition to charge 
en old delinquency upon Mr. Cushing long af­ 
ter the events which illustrated it have passed 
away, that we now call to mind and record 
here, the fact of his apparent utter inability 
to understand at the time the great movement 
the establishment of a better and truer de­ 
mocracy in this country. 
We speak of it be­ 
cause it indicates an unchanged and un­ 
changeable phase of his character. 
Ho be­ 
lieves in law so far as it Is a line art or an 
arena 
for grand intellectual gladialorship, 
but does not apprehend it as the variable oui- 
iKMliment of human nature in Its struggles for 
light and liberty.

Should he be confirm ed 
be will assume the responsibilities of bis post 
at an age twenty years beyond the average of 
bis predecessors when they entered upon the 
same office.

equatoral winds in the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Southern States became established, and tire 
vast stream of the equatoral current pro­ 
jected, in lougue-iike shape, from the Gull to 
the Ohio Valley. 
Oa Sunday it pushed it* 
way to Lake Ontario, with the thermometer 
ranging seventy-three at Pittsburgh and sixty- 
sc-veo at Rochester—about the same tempera­ 
ture which the soft, austral winds now bring 
to the invalid In Florida or to the consump­ 
tive retreat* on the shores of tho Mediterran­ 
ean. 
The prevalence of these long-continued 
deflections of the equatorial air current North­ 
ward has been, so far. the characteristic of 
the Wioter. 
The urean temperature of Key 
West Tor the month of January is lower than 
that which prevailed this vide of the Mi?*Is*lp 
pi River on Sunday.

Southerly air stream I* observed in the great 
humidity and frequent dense fog* wbicli lot 
low.

There can be no reasonable doubt that the 
mafclhffqT a good., nomination for ' the Chief 
Justiceship by President Grant is only a ques­ 
tion of time. - Having taken counsel of his 
previous mistake, he shows an improvement 
in the present instance. 
There is so much 
less objection to Cushing than to Williams 
that the country will almost feel like congrat­ 
ulating itself upon the aptness for learning his 
duty from circumstances evinced by the Pres­ 
ident. 
The profound and varied scholarship— 
the natural juridical ability and insight—the 
vast and solid political knowledge—the close 
and accurate acquaintance with domestic and 
international law possessed by Mr. Cushing 
no one will dispute; and to many these qual­ 
ifications will seem sufficient to placo the 
propriety of his immediate confirmation be­ 
yond debate. 
It must be further conceded 
that his opinion upon many questions of both 
our home and foreign relations has been sought 
nnd adopted by successive administrations of 
diflerent party complexions. 
Neither is it our 
purpose to ignore his services in connection 
wiih the settlement of the Alabama claims 
nor more recently in the Vlrginius imbroglio. 
After ail we pronounce distinctly against the 
nomination. 
When Mr. Cushing’s appoint­ 
ment as Minister to Spain was announced wc 
heartily commended it as one eminently fit to 
lie made. 
In that position his moderation of 
character, his familiarity with the Spanish 
language, his knowledge of nice points in 
practical international jurisprudence, and his 
complete 
information 
as 
to 
the 
plans 
and wishes of our own government, would 
have enabled him to do his country efficient 
service in any Crisis likely to ari3e in Madrid. 
But a good minister has cot necessarily the 
elements of a great judge; neither doe3 it 
follow that a great jurist will make a useful 
judge. 
The Chief Justice of the United States 
lias a deeper function than simply to apply 
points of law to points of fact, or to decide, 
when called upon, what the Fathers intended 
to say when they framed the Constitution. He 
deals with issues infinitely more vital than 
quarrels of interpretation and suits between 
contending litigants whose cases come finally 
before him. 
He heip3 to shape the develop­ 
ment of the country, and exercises a reverse 
i iflueuce from the Bench upon national and 
state legislation; which in the long run, affects 
matters material to every voter and tax-payer 
in the nation. 
He should therefore be in inti­ 
mate and habitual sympathy with all that is 
best and most progressive among the people. 
This Mr. Cashing decidedly is not. 
He is 
mau with an infinite variety of opinions upon 
all subjects, but utterly without convictions 
upon any subject. 
He has been the round of 
the political parties of bis day, and at some 
period of his history has belonged to each of 
them. He wa3 an old-line Whig in the days of 
Webster and Clay, supported President Tyler 
in a memorable crisis, and finally found bis 
warmest affinities iu the bosom of the Seccs 
sion Democracy. 
As a volumiuous speaker 
and writer, without a principle—as a scholar

over 750 miles, the entire length of the road 
being 1,500 miles. 
These rates are never to 
be increased.

for cereals, stock and other productions. 
The 
trains will move at the quickest but most ecu 
uomlcal rate of speed, which will be at least 
ten miles an hour. 
The cost of the road 
estimated at $175,000,000, including ueaes 
sary rolling stock. The government aid su 
ge3ted is a guarantee of live per cent, interest 
on $30,000,000 of bonds. 
Tne capacity of the 
road will be 60,000 tons a day each way. The 
commissioners are to fix the various rate3 of 
transportation and make suitable provision 
for the care and safety of the freight carried 
both ways. 
When the road shall earn beyond 
what Is necessary for the payment of interest 
on the capital stock ana eight p; r cent, divi 
dend the rates of freight originally established 
are to be reduced.

presence of mind of a railroad employe. 
These columns of Thursday contained an ac­ 
count of the landslide a t Irish House curve, on 
the Troy and Greenbush Railroad. 
Locomo­ 
tive No. 39 of the New Y’ork Central and Hud­ 
son River Railroad was coming up to lie at­ 
tached to the first local train down, when it 
wa3 caught by the landslide, forced from the 
track, and partly turned so that its headlight 
was pointed west. 
This slide occurred at six 
o’clock, just at the moment the New York 
and Boston express was leaving tho Troy 
depot. 
The engineer of No. 39 knew that the 
down train could not pass the obstructions 
lie told his fireman, Al. Bascom, to take a 
red lantern and go up the track ar.d intercept 
the train. 
Bascom started on his mission; in 
the darkness and rain lie stumbled and fell 
upon the track; the light was extinguished; 
the time was too short to allow him to return 
and procure another light, and it was impos­ 
sible in the strong wind to light a match. 
Covered with mud, but losing scarcely a min­ 
ute, he pushed on; the headlight of the ap­ 
proaching train came in sight, and lie knew 
that his voice of warning, be it ever so loud, 
could not be heard above the roar of the train.

O nr J a n u a r y T liu v r, 
The snow disappeared again on Saturday 
last, as if by magic, and nearly every day 
since has furnished ub with tne abundant fog 
and rain of a genuine January thaw. The 
river is again open to Albany. 
The mud lias 
beeu “laying around loose” in every direc­ 
tion. 
The sudden spell of warm weather is 
likely to have an unfavorable influence on the 
public health, and calls for extra caution. 
The New York Herald gives tiie following 
scientific analysis of tne thaw: 
The peculiarity of this warm streak of 
weather appears, from an examination of the 
U. S. Signal Office reports, to be due to a re­ 
markable phenomenon. 
On the 2d inst. the 
equatoral winds in the Gulf ot Mexico and the 
Southern States became established, and the 
vast stream of the equatoral current pro­ 
jected, in tougue-like shape, from the Gult to 
the Ohio Valley. On Sunday it pushed its 
way to Lake Ontario, with the thermometer 
ranging seventy-three at Pittsburgh and sixty- 
seven a t Rochester—about the same tempera­ 
ture which the soft, austral winds now bring 
to the invalid in Florida or to the consump­ 
tive retreats on the shores of the Mediterran­ 
ean. 
The prevalence of these long-continued 
deflections of the equatorial air current North­ 
ward has been, so far, the characteristic of 
the Winter. 
The mean temperature of Key- 
West for the month of January is lower than 
that which prevailed th¡3 sido of the Mississip­ 
pi River on Sunday. 
The effect of this broad 
Southerly air stream is observed in the great 
humidity and frequent dense fogs which fol­ 
low. 
Its remote cause would seem to be 
traceable to an extraordinary radiation of so­ 
lar beat during tiie present mid-Summer of 
the Southern hemisphere, the excess of heat­ 
ed air being forced across the Equator into 
our hemisphere. 
These warm «polis have al­ 
ready very materially shortened and mitigated 
the Wiuler, which the poor so much dreaded, 
and if they should continue at intervals till 
February this will be one of the mildest Win­ 
ters in American climatology.

Rev. E D. Ledyard as pastor of that church, 
although it iiad not been announced that be 
would deliver a formal farewell address. 
This 
large attendance was most conclusive proof of 
the high esteem in which the reverend gentle­ 
man is held, not only by his owu parishioners 
bat by nil who have known him during ins 
pastorale here. 
To his own congregation he 
has so endeared himself that his departure is 
Close of sincerest grief, and there were many 
aniODg those who heard him as he spoke 
bis parting words in the venerable old sa net u 
try who strove in vain to restrain tile tears 
which testified to the genuineness ofjthclr sor­ 
row. 
lie goes from us carrying with him the 
love of his people to a degree of unanimity 
that few ministers 
succeed 
in 
gafntnir. 
He and ills estimable lady wdl long la* re­ 
membered here b r the qualities I hat have 
made them beloved by all who knew them, 
and their retreating footsteps as I hey leave us 
for their new home will echo to tho prayers 
for their wetters nod prosperity that will la* 
indited by those who think of them only with 
tonier regard. 
There’s something la the tuning hoar 
Will chill the warmest heart, 
aud rn jay who to-day a a l to-uiorrow '■> d 
them adieu will to 4 that chill. 
Hut 
Aon witts it so, and so it is, 
and tho good luau gone from us,

I. Tiieu.ilonian?, IL, 15—“ For wha* is our 
hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing? 
Are not 
even yo la the presence of our laird Jesus 
Christ at his coming?'’ He began by stating 
that among th ; relations which a pastor twin* 
to 
his 
people, 
among 
tho 
pleasant- 
sit 
wore 
the personal 
relations 
formed. 
Though 
a 
minister's true and first duty 
was lo hold up the Savior to his |«»ople, yet 
the pose Iou admitted of forming close personal 
friendships. Daring the si* years of his pastor­ 
ate be had formed such relations, aud lie 
would allude to (hem, though perhaps a delicate 
point. 
Ile had endeavored to do his duty, and 
in the coarse of his Jailors there had grown up 
many personal,endearing associations,an I no w 
he woald testify how ho regarded the jieople 
of his charge in this public manner. 
He 
would express himself in the words of the 
apostle Paul— they were his liojx*, his joy, bls 
crown of rejoicing. 
Called to confront the 
fact that this was the last service iii which lie 
weald engage a i their pastor, realizing thai 
but a few days more remained id Ills stay 
among them, tills sentiment must nod unev­ 
ener*. and he could not satisfy himself with 
words less ardent luau those of the text 
Coming to this place os his first charge he 
could uot fail to cherish concerning ii senti­ 
ments 
of peculiar regard. 
There 
was 
much lo attract him eveu in the surround­ 
ings of the town. 
Tho beautiful scenery on 
every side formed pictures which should ever 
dwell in his memory, a u l he would never cease 
to remember a 8t>ot so abounding iii attrac- I 
livener?. 
And as with tbc place so w ith the 
people at large. 
He remembered their kind 
and friendly treatment of him. and his heart 
went out to them with pleasant and grateful 
recollections. Ile should ever remember Unto, 
and wlieu In the future he should meet any he 
bad known here ha would treat them as 
friends. 
Vet within this larger circle of his 
acquaintances there was a narrower concen­ 
tric circle which had a place in his nflectiOM 
peculiarly its own, and the people of this 
church constituted the heart of that circle. 
They were his hope, joy aud crown of rejoicing. 
They were his hope, for, next to God, 
bis hope centered lu them, because of tho 
ministry. 
It was a terrible thiug to be an un­ 
faithful minister, and for proof of his work he 
must turn to them. 
II? realized his own 
nothingness and often despaired of accom­ 
plishing the work lie was called to do.

Ills heart 
fell when he saw some who withstood the 
pleadings of the gospel.

heart. 
To the question which he usked him ­ 
self, “ Am I mistaken Iii my calling?" he must 
- x fk to them for an answer,.and they were his 
"ope that lie was not. 
Not only were they 
hts hope as regarded his success in Hie minis- 
tfy, but beside and otitsido of tin t his hopes of 
doing good among his fellow men by makiug 
them better and happier were bound up iii 
them. 
Had ho been instrumental in saving 
Ona soul lie should rejoice, and this hope he 
must obtain from them. 
Good did not m ise 
bere, but every person influences others, and 
thai a wive of good ii started and extended 
over a wide distance. 
To tie the humble in­ 
strument of setting in motiou such a wave 
was cause for rejoicing. 
And this people were also his joy. Not ouly 
were hts hopes bound ap In them, but ninny 
prtnioun Joys bad c o a t to him from bls con­ 


nection with them. 
Looking back over tho 
six years that had intervened since ho first 
came to them ho declared them to have been 
the brightest aud happiest of ilia life. 
Ho 
had been given joys pure, exalted, unalloyed. 
He had corno to them to assume his first pas­ 
toral charge—circumstances made peculiarly 
Interesting his associations here; hero was ids 
place of beginning; bere lie had been set apart 
to the work of the ministry by Hie Presbytery 
with the solemn laying o trof hands; here ho 
had administered the sacraments for the first 
time. 
All these things had been a joy to him. 
Never would joy9 have tho same freshness to 
him. 
Then there had been the joy of seeing 
souls converted; Joy in tho services of com­ 
munion ; and how could he express tho Joy that 
Ailed bis heart when hi one day thirty persons 
camo out anjl declared themselves on tho 
Lord’s side? 
“ Ah I are you not my joy?’’ 
Next to love of his Savior, what joy could be 
greater than that of participating in such 
scenes as these? Then, too, he had rejoiced in 
sanctification of souls as he saw them growing 
in grace and in knowledge. 
They had indeed 
been his joy. 
They wore also bis crown of rejoicing. 
It 
was commonly understood that the minister of 
God relinquished all chances for earthly pro­ 
motion and that the crown of rejoicing that 
came to others was not given to them. 
But 
he felt that he had obtained a crown of rejoic­ 
ing—not riches, learning, reputation for elo­ 
quence, praise of men—but ^themselves. 
Ile 
turned to thorn, to the results of his labors 
among them and felt that lie had indeed a 
crown cf rejoicing which was not merely cause 
for joy below, but for the greater glory be­ 
yond the pearly gates. 
So 
they 
would 
perceive 
that 
Hic 
separation now to take place was a pain­ 
ful one to him. 
He preferred to stay and 
labor, 
but it 
was 
necessity that com­ 
pelled bim to go. 
Bul the separation was not 
lo raver—not to speak of earthly meetings 
which he hoped wold I occur, he jointed 
them to the grand meeting before the great 
white throne, where they should begin again 
tho Intimacy of earth. That time will come as 
sure as God's word Is true, but before that 
great mooting thoro Is work to do, and Im 
urged them to renewed devotion. 
He hoped 
to meet them before the throne rich in grace, 
strong in spiritual strength, with their arms 
laden with sheaves of the harvest of souls, 
aud at that meeting he hoped none before him 
would be missing. 
Then lu a most affecting manner tin* pastor 
bade farewell to Hic old church, venerable 
and hallowed by two score years of service, 
which had witnessed so many scenes of inter­ 
est; to the brethren of tile church, tho officers 
an't members who iiad eo-operated with him 
in Christian work; to all the congregation. 
(He asked pardon for whatever deficiencies lie 
had shown, whatever ofle ice lie 
hail caused 
earnestly assuring them that no thought of in­ 
tentional wrong had Imcn present with him. 
He asked remembrance in their prayers aud 
called upon them to meet bim above. 
■ F ew eyes were dry w hen the pastor conclud­ 
ed, aud many warm handshakings and tear­ 
ful farewells awaited him as he passed down 
the als! ? and into the vestibule.

Resolved, That in b a purity of life and 
conduct, r.o less than in the public pre#enta- 
tiou of the word of God, he bas exemplified 
the leaching! of that word. 
Daring his la­ 
bors among us, Ins tir .t pastoral charge, he 
has devoted himself to tho work of the min­ 
istry with cm secuiious zeal, and his eminent 
ability, combined with ins pertottai piety and 
purity of character, have been the means in I 
God s providence of constraining many to be­ 
lieve the tftnli as it is revealed iii the .Scri|>- 
tures, arid a goodly number whose souls have 
found the " peace which paasetb understand­ 
ing,'’ which “ the world cannot give nor take 
aw ay/' will gratefully remember him as the 
one through whom they have been led into 
“ the way, the truth and the life.”

We regret that we cannot publish in full 
the beautiful parting address of the reverend 
gentleman, for even then we could not give it 
the fall cflect of the feeling manner in which 
It was uttered. 
We furnish an abstract of his 
remarks, though not able thereby to do jus­ 
tice to the speaker or his address. 
Rev. Mr. Ledyard chose 
for 
his 
text 
I. Thessalonian?, II., 15—“ cor what is our 
hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing? 
Are not 
even ye In the presence of our Lord Jesus 
Christ at h¡3 coming?'’ He began by stating 
that among the relations which a pastor bore 
to 
bis 
people, 
among 
the 
pleasant­ 
est were the personal 
relations 
formed. 
Though 
a 
minister’s 
time and first duty 
was to hold up the Savior to his people, yet 
the posh iou admitted of forming close personal 
friendships. During the six years of his pastor­ 
ate be had formed such relations, aud lie 
would allude to them, though perhaps a delicate 
point. 
He had endeavored to do his duty, and 
in the course of his labors there bad grown up 
many personal,endearing associations,aud no w 
he would testify how lie regarded the people 
of I1I3 charge in this public manner. 
He 
would express himself in the words of the 
apostle Paul—they were his hope, his joy, b¡3 
crown of rejoicing. 
Called to confront the 
fact that this was the last service in which he 
woald engage as their pastor, realizing that 
but a few day3 more remained q£ his stay 
among them, th¡3 sentiment must find utter- 
ence. and he could not satisfy himself with 
word3 less ardent than those of the text 
Coming to this place as his first charge he 
could not fail to cherish concerning it senti­ 
ments 
of peculiar regard. 
Tiiere 
was 
much to attract him even in the surround­ 
ings of the town. 
Tho beautiful scenery on 
overy side formed pictures which should over 
dwell in his memory, aud he would never cease 
to remember a spot so abounding in attrac­ 
tiveness. 
And as with tbe place so with the 
people at large. 
He remembered their kind 
and friendly treatment of him. and his heart 
went out to them with plcasaut and grateful 
recollections, lie should ever remember theba, 
and when in the future he should meet any he 
had known here he would treat them as 
friends. 
Yet witlfia this larger circle of his 
acquaintances there was a narrower concen­ 
tric circle which had a place in hi3 aflections 
peculiarly its own, aiid the people of this 
church constituted the heart of that circle. 
They were his hope, joy and crown of rejoicing. 
They were his hope, for, next to God, 
his hope centered iu them, because of tho 
ministry. 
It was a terrible thing to be an un­ 
faithful minister, and for proof of his work he 
must turn to them. 
He realized his own 
nothingness and often despaired of accom­ 
plishing the work he was called to do. 
For 
evidence that he was not laboring in vain he 
mu3t turn his eyes to this peop le. 
nis heart 
fell when he saw some who withstood tbe 
pleadings of the gospel. 
But other results 
gave him hope, and when he saw some con­ 
verted he conld not despair, and joy filled his 
heart. 
To the question which he asked him - 
seir, “ Am I mistaken in my calling?” he must 
:to them for an answer,.anil they were his 
ope that he was not. 
Not only were they 
his hope as regarded hi? success in the minis­ 
try, but beside and otrtsidc of that his hopes of 
doing good among his fellow men by making 
them belter and happier wero bound up iu 
them. 
Had he been instrumental in saving 
one soul lie should rejoice, and this hojee he 
must obtain from them. 
Good did not cease 
here, but every person influences others, and 
thus a wave of good is started and extended 
overa wldo distance. 
To be tbe humble in­ 
strument of setting iu motiou such a wave 
was cause for rejoicing. 
And this people were also hUjoy. Not ouly 
were his hopes bound up in them, but many 
praaiouajoys bad coma to him from bU con­ 


nection with them. 
Looking hack over the 
six years that had intervened since he first 
came to them he declared them to have been 
the brightest aud happiest of his life. 
He 
had been given joys pure, exalted, unalloyed. 
He had come to them to assume his first pas­ 
toral charge—circumstances made peculiarly 
Interesting his associations here; here was hi3 
place of beginning; here he had been set apart 
to the work of the ministry by the Presbytery 
with the solemn laying ocFof hands; here he 
had administered the sacraments for the fli-3t 
time. 
All these thing3 had been a joy to him. 
Never would joys have the same freshness to 
him. 
Then there had been the joy of seeing 
souls converted; joy in the services or com­ 
munion; and how could he express the |oy that 
filled bis heart when in one day thirty persons 
camo out and declared themselves on the 
Lord’s sido? 
“ Ah!, are you not my joy?” 
Next to love of his Savior, what joy could be 
greater than that of participating In such 
scenes as these? TheD, too, he had rejoiced in 
sanctification of souls as he saw them growing 
In grace and in knowledge. 
They had indeed 
been his joy. 
They were also his crown of rejoicing. 
It 
was commonly understood that the minister of 
God relinquished all chances for earthly pro­ 
motion and that the crown of rejoicing that 
came to others was not given to them. 
But 
he felt tbat he had obtained a crown of rejoic­ 
ing—not riches, learning, reputation for elo­ 
quence, praise of men—but jthemselves. 
He 
turned to them, to the results of his labors 
among them and felt that lie had indeed a 
crown of rejoicing which was not merely cause 
for joy below, but for the greater glory be­ 
yond the pearly gates. 
So 
they 
would 
perceive 
that 
the 
separatiou now to take place was a pain­ 
ful one to him. 
He preferred to stay and 
labor, 
but it 
was 
necessity that com­ 
pelled him to go. 
But the separation was not 
forever—not to speak of earthly meetings 
which lie hoped would occur, lie painted 
them to the grand meeting before the great 
white throne, where they should begiu again 
the intimacy of earth. That time will coine as 
sure as God's word Ls true, but before that 
great meeting there is work to do, and lie 
urged them to renewed devotion. 
He hoped 
to meet them before the throne rich in grace, 
strong in spiritual strength, with their arms 
laden with sheaves of the harvest of souls, 
aud at that meeting he hoped none before him 
would be missing. 
Then iu a most aficcting manner the pastor 
bade farewell to the old church, venerable 
and hallowed by two score years of service, 
which had witnessed so many scenes of inter­ 
est; to the brethren of the church, the officers 
and members who had eo-operated with him 
iu Christian work; to all the congregation, 
lie asked pardon for whatever deficiencies he 
had shown, whatever offence lie had caused, 
earnestly assuring them that no thought of in­ 
tentional wrong had been present with him. 
He asked remembrance iu their prayers aud 
called upon them to meet him above. 
Few eyes wero dry when the pastor conclud­ 
ed, aud many warm handshakings and tear­ 
ful farewells awaited him as he passed down 
the aisle and into the vestibule. 


T e s tim o n ia l to a D e p a r tin g P a s to r . 
At a congregational meeting of the Rou- 
dout Presbyterian Church held on Saturday 
evening, January 10th, 1873. the following 
resolutions were presented by the committee 
and unanimously adopted: 


W h e r e a s , Out- Pastor, Rev. E. D. Led­ 
yard, has received a call from Mount Auburn 
Presbyterian Clmrch of Cincinnati, Ohio; and 
whereas, liis present state of health renders 
imperatively necessary a change which will 
lighten his labors and a (lord a residence in a 
climate less trying to liis physical faculties, 
wherefore he has asked us to consent to the 
dissolution of liis pastoral connection with 
this congregation; and whereas, under the 
conviction that continued labor here, in a field 
requiring so constant and exhaustive work, in 
the proper discharge of pastoral duties, may 
result disastrously to his already impaired 
health, this congregation has consented to 
such dissolution; therefore 
Resolved, That while we comply with his 
request in thus consenting to his removal, we 
cannot repress tho expression of regret that 
we are compelled to part with one who has 
been 
a faithful pastor, 
who during his 
ministry 
over 
this 
congregation 
has 
striven 
earnestly 
to discharge 
his duty 
as in the sight of his Master, while at the 
same time endeavoring to so present tbe Gos­ 
pel, that word whose ‘ ‘entrance giveth light,” 
that soul? should be won to the cause of Jesus 
Christ. 
Resolved, That in his purity of life and 
conduct, no less than in the public presenta­ 
tion of the word of God, he has exemplified 
the teachings of that word. 
During his la­ 
bors among U3, Ins first pastoral charge, he 
has devoted himself to the work of the min­ 
istry with consecutions zeal, and liis eminent 
ability, combined with his personal piety and 
purity of character, have been the means in 
God’s providence of constraining many to be­ 
lieve the tftith as it is revealed in the Scrip­ 
tures, and a goodly number whose souls have 
found tlie “ peace which passeth understand­ 
ing,” which “ the world cannot give nor take 
away,” will gratefully remember him a3 the 
one through whom they have been led into 
“ the way, the truth and the life.” 
Resolved, That we rejoice and thank God 
that during his pastorate there has not been 
the slightest cause for other than the nio.st 
harmonious and mutually kindly sentiments; 
the congregation and their pastor having been 
united in feeling, as became those professing 
the religion of Jesns, and this result was duo 
in great measure to the wise counsels aijd 
Christianlike conduct of our pastor. 
We re­ 
gret t'sut now, on the eve of our occupaucy 
of a new church edifice, to tho erection of 
which he has been so ardently devoted, that 
he cannot remain to see the work completed 
and be enabled to minister to us from tho 
word of life in our new sanctuary. 
Resolved, That while he shall no longer be 
our spiritual leader we shall ever feel a warm 
and abiding interest in liis welfare, aud follow 
him wherever ho may go with our prayers for 
his prosperity and the complete restoration of 
hi3 health, impaired, a.s it has been, by devo­ 
tion to his work among us.
